Paragraph 16 of the Export and Import Policy, 1992—97, as amended, the 
Director General ot Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendment in 
the Handbook of Procedures, 1992-—97 (Revised Edition : Mureh, 1994) :— 

i. In Chapter IV, Paragraph 22-A shall be substituted by the following 
paragraph :— 

“In order to strengthen the export promotion base, units other than 
small scale units are permitted to expand or create new capacities 
in respect of items reserved for the small scale sector, if they under¬ 
take an export obligation of a minimum of 75 per cent of (he 
new or additional production to be achieved within a maximum 
period of 3 years and obtain an Industrial Licence under the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 from Secre¬ 
tariat tor Industrial Approvals. Discharge of the export obligation 
shall be monitored by the Directorate General of Foreign Trade."
